The ordinance for the incorporation of 
agricultural societios prevides : 

1. An agricultural society may be ccnsti- 
tuted by order of the lioutenant-yovernor on 
receipt of a declaration in form provided 
signed by not less than 50 persons over 1s 
years of age, residing within an area of 20 
townships, the said area to constitute the 
boundaries of the society.

8. Meetings of officers shall be held pursu- 
ant to adjournment, or called by written 
notice of the president, or in his absence of 
the senior vice-president, at least ten days 
before the day appointed, and atany meeting 
five shall be a quorum. 

The oflicers and directors shall prepare a 
detailed report of the proceedings of the 
association for the year for presentation at 
the annual meeting, together with such re 
marks upon the agriculture of the district as 
the directors are able to offer, 

10. There shall also be presented at the 
annual meeting a detailed statement of the 
receipts and expenditures for the year. 

1L. These statements and reports shall be 
entered in the society’s journal and signed 
by the president or vice president,and acopy 
shall be sent to the lieutenant governor. 

12. The officers and directors shall answer 
such questions touching agriculture as the 
lieutenant-governor may require.
